At least txvo more aldermen have 


boon converted to the plan of build- 
ing a uexv structure to take care of 
Appleton's school needs, interviexvers 
yesterday indicated. The latest txvo 
to announce themselves as favoring 
a nexv building are James A. Wood, 
First 
ward, 
and 
K. F. McGillan. 


Fourth ward. Both men had been 
firmly convinced that an addition to 
the present building would provide 
adequate quarters, 
but 
since they 


have studied the problem more close- 
ly they have sxvitched over to "the 
other side." Both men are members 
of the committee of four aldermen 
and Spur school board members ap- 
pointed to present a solution of the 
problem. 


They do not gree on the location of 


a new building, hoxx-ever. Alderman 
.McGillan is favorable to the block 
east of the high school, while Mr. 
Wood would rather find a site which 
would be nearer the center of popu- 
lation, especially if the city contin- 
ues its expansion westward. 


Both men feel that a junior high 


school is necessary and both believe 
that nothing can be gained by defer- 
ring building operations. They each 
quoted figures xvhich have an. -inter- 
esting bearing on the situation. 


Changed His Views. 


"I xx-as in favor of an addition to 


the high school until I became a mem- 
ber of the committee which is to an- 
alyze this problem," said Aldermnn 
Wood. "I now feel that it would be 
a mistake to build an addition. If we 
so decide, xve are practically commit- 
ting ourselves to building txvo addi- 
tions and later on xve may xx-ant to 
change our minds 
and 
build else- 


where." 


"I believe what we want is a sep- 


arate building somexvhere 
between 


the Third and 
Fifth wards," Mr. 


Wood 
continued. "The city 
can't 


groxv to the east and its logical ex- 
pansion seems to be to the north and 
northwest. A building should there- 
fore be erected somexvhere convenient 
to that section. I wouldn't favor txvo 
units where the high school stands. 
Factories are going up at the, junc- 
tion, saw mills are being established 
on the Wisconsin and Northern rail- 
road and other industries xvill prob- 
ably spring up in that locality, all of 
xvhich makes it seem a wise thing to 
build on some good piece of land to 
the. xvest that can be purchased at a 
reasonable figure and xvhere perhaps 
fewer houses would have to be con- 
demned." 


Cost Almut the Same. 


Speaking of the difference in cost 


between an 
addition 
and a new 


building, Mr. Wood pointed out that 
the present heating plant would have 
to be throxvn out if the high school 
were made larger. The boilers nre 
iax"d to their 
full 
capacity. 1HO 


horsepower, noxv. A new plant xvould 
cost $10.01(0 or $! 2.00ti and would 
have to be placed in a separate build- 
ing. Then it would cost perhaps $8.- 
000 or $10.000 extra to join the ad- 
dition to the present building. By the 
lime all this xvas expended enough 
extra xvill have been spent to buy 
mother si'e nnd a less satisfactory 
•irrangemcnt would !>e the result. Mr. 
Wood believed that the only differ- 
ence' in Ihe cost of the addition and 
the nexv building xvithout the above 
extra features xvoujd be the price of 
the site. 


"How do you feel about n junior 


high school?" .Mr. Wood xvas asked. 


May Xced Two Schools. 


"A junior high school is bound to 


come." he replied. "It is merely a 
process of education to get the people- 
to see its advisability. 
I firmly be- 


liex-e that one junior 
high 
school 


would not take care 
of 
the city's 


needs. 
We would 
eventually 
be 


obliged to provide txvo buildings, one 
near the present high school and one 
at the xvest end. If xx-e build a unit 
xvell to the west noxv to take care of 
the overfloxv. xve xvould have it right 
xvhere we wanted it later w,hen the 
junior high school becomes part of 
our school system. 
Other arrange- 


ments might then be made for a larg- 
er high school." 


"Whom do you think should decide 


xvhat kind of a building xve should 
have and where it should be located, 
the council or the board of educa- 
tion?" 
"The special committee appointed 


for the purpose will probably he able 
to adjust the matter." Mr. Wood stat- 
ed.Mr. Wood believes thai the city 
xvill have to build more barracks next 
vear. no matter what decision is ar- 
rived at. He feels that the city xvill 
gain notbing by waiting until later 
lo build.Students Aw» 


"When it comes to public necessi- 


• ies. you cannot consider the possible 
loss in dollars and cents." Mr. Wood 
said. "I don't believe we should con- 
sider this matter as xve would our 
own private business. The indirect

The Constitution. 


The following constitution and by- 


laxvs x\ere adopted: 


Organization and Object. — The 


name of the organization shall be the 
People's Forum of Appleton. Wiscon- 
sin. Its object is to promote the dis- 
cussion of public questions and to dis- 
semina'c information 
in 
relation 


thereto. It is not the purpose of the 
Forufn to entertain nor act upon for- 
mal resolutions as the Forum is for 
friendly discussion, only. 


Membership.— The members shall 


ccnsist of men and xvomen xvho sub- 
scribe to the objects of (he Forum. 


Otlicers.—The officers of the Fo- 


rum shall be president, first and sec- 
ond vice-president, 
secretary 
and 


treasurer, and they shall be elected by 
the executive council. These officers 
shall constitute the executive com- 
mittee of the Forum, nnd their duties 
shall be such as are usually assigned 
to such officers. Vacancies in the ex- 
ecutive council shall be filled by the 
remaining members for the balance 
of the t<>rm. 


Election of Officers.—An executive 


council of fifteen (15) shall be elect- 
ed by the members at the last public 
meeting of each season. The executive 
council as far as possible shall be rep- 
resentative of the various croups of 
citi/.en-. :u the ro:ii"iunity. The elec- 
tion f.f 
r>Hirers «!ia!l take place the 


first Monday in May of each year by 
the executive council, by the majority 
v<,te thereof. 


Committees.- The executive conn 


cil shall appoint such sub-committees 
as are necessary to carry on the work 
of the Forum. 


Quorum.—At all meetings of the 


executive council a majority of its 
members shall constitute a quorum. 


Special Meetings.—Special 
meet- 


ings mr.y be called by the president 
at any time, xvith at least two days' 
notice of such meeting sent to each 
member. 


Amendments. — This constitution 


may be amended by 
presenting in 


writing, at a regular business meet- 
ing of the executix-e council, such pro- 
posed amendments, but shall not be 
finally acted upon until the next suc- 
ceeding business meeting. All amend- 
ments icquire two-thirds vote of those 
present. 


Ratifications by the Forum.—When 


it seems desirable matters of business 
may be referred to the Forum for rat- 
ification.

I'rcsiunablA 
the work of the treasury depaitment in 
the collection of taxes of this charactei 
has been fairly complete, oven though it 
has required an army of 2.2t»l deputy 
collectors to check up income tax reports 
and investigate failures to make returns. 
These deputies have uncovered the trail 
of 293.U77 delinquents for the year 
and prior to that tune, saving the treas- 
ury 
.SUUHHI.UOO that otherwise would 


have been lost, at a cost said to be less 
than ten per cent of the sum. 


Although five million individual in- 


come tax reports were tiled in 1918. and 
Ihe total paid to the government amount- 
ed to a billion and a half dollars, only 
131.000 persons were found to have 
failed to tile returns and the majority of 
these are reported to have been aliens 
held up on their first exit from the coun- 
try without certificates of the payment of 
their income tax accounts. 


Among those tiling returns only about 


forty thousand were found to have un- 
derrated their incomes, and it is reason- 
able to suppose that in most of these cas- 
es the errors were inadvertent rather 
than deliberate owing to the difficulties 
confronting the average person in mak- 
ing out reports. The fact that more de- 
linquency was discovered in the lower 
grade of incomes than in the higher is ex- 
plainable on the ground that these are 
far more numerous as well as more def- 
initely on record.
